• COLtTMBTA, S. C.. Jan. 15.—Kon. X. G. 
Gonzales, editor of the Columbia State, 
and one of the mo^c prominent politicians 


In the State, was shot down in the street 
h*re today at 1 o'clock by Lieutenant- 
Governor James H. Tillman. 


Editor Gonzales was on his way home 


to dinner when he m*t Tillman. 
Mr. 


Tinman was accompanied by two State 
Senators. 


It Is said not a word was spnk^n as the 


editor and Lieutenant-Governor met. 


Tillman instantly drow a revolver, It is 


said by eye-wltnespps. and 
placing 
it 


close to th« body of Oanzales. fired with- 
out & word being spoken. 


Gonzales staggered, and then catching 


his balance, turned toward the man who 
had shot him. 


Tillman had the smoking revolver in 


his hand wUh the muzzle pointing at the 
wounded man.

"Coward," shouted Gonzales, as he was 


caught by parties who had rushed to his 
assistance. 


Li&utenant-Governor Tillman was im- 


mediately placed under arrest and Mr. 
Gonzales was hurriedly carried 
to 
the 


office of the Columbia State, where med- 
ical aid was summoned. 


In the city tho wildest excitement pre- 


vailed and people- congregated 
at 
the 


scene of the shooting and at the news- 
paper offices. 


Mr. Gonzales at this hour-• (3 p. m.) is

Soldier Boy Jumps From 


Trestle and Is Severely 


Injured. 


WANT PROTECTION FOR 


THE OIL MEN. 


To escape from being run down by a 


train, John Atherton, a returned sol- 
dier, last night leaped from a high 
railroad trestle, north of Butchertown. 
As a result he Is now lying at the Re- 
ceiving Hospital recovering from 
a 


number of severe Injuries. 


•According to Atherton's story, 
he 


and a fellow soldier. John 
Cramer, 


were on their way to Oregon. Being 
short of funds, they had decided 
to 


walk and enjoy the scenery as they 
went along. 


Before leaving- 
Oakland, however, 


the men visited a number of saloons. 
Consequently, it was night before they 
started on their trip. Atherton says 
he was sober, but that his comrade 
was considerably under the influence 
of liquor. 


When they reached Butchertown, 


Atherton says his companion stopped 
at a saloon to get a drink. Atherton 
continued to walk along the track. As 
he was crossing the high trestle he 
suddenly became aware of the fact 
that a train was rapidly approaching. 
Atherton had no time to deliberate. It 
was either a case of waiting for 
the 


train to crush him to death or take 
his chances by leaping1 Into the dark- 
ness by the side of the trestle. 


Atherton chose the latter alternative. 


Consciousness left him when he struck 
the grotmd—trlttr-s-ttrwJr How long he 
laj- there unconscious Atherton does not 
remember. He was found by a passerby 
anrt taken to the Golden Gate Hotel. 
From there he -was taken to the Recelv- 
Inis Hospital in a buggy. 
Although no 


bones were broken, he was severly In- 
jured on the bead, bank, arms and legs. 


Atherton is 32 years of age. He says he 


served In the Thirtieth Regular Infantry. 
After his discharge he wont 
into

jewelry business at Manila. After he had 
accumulated about J500. he says he was 
robbed by his partner. He then deckled 
to return to this country. He says be ar- 
rived two days ago on

Logan. Ho saj's John Cramer, who was 
s'nnt through the legs, wns returning to 
Myrtle Point. Ore., where ho owns somft 
property anr] hnrl agreed to give him 
employment when they reached there.

Is about twenty feet high. 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 15.—The first 


buslneslj^o come before the Assembly 
this morning was the proposed passage 
of Senate bill No. 1, condemning the 
scrlppers' bill .involving Southern Cal- 
ifornia oil 
lands, 
near Bakersfleld, 


which has passed the lower house o£ 
the United States Congress. 


Assemblyman Duryea said that he 


would like to see the Senate bill be- 
fore the Assembly passed for the pur- 
pose of backing California's represent- 
atives In Congress who are to fight 
against the passage of the bill at the 
next session of Congress. Duryea de- 
clared that the scrlppers spurned the 
land as being of any agricultural value 
for the land until it was discovered. 


Assemblyman Drew said that he 


•wanted to hear from the other side. 
He declared that the bill, which has al- 
ready passed the lower house of Con- 
gress, Is known 
as 
the Dick bill. 


Should It pass the 
upper house it 


would take the power of decision of 
public lands from the Department of 
the Interior. 
He said that the land 


was not wanted for any purpose until 
It was discovered to be valuable, and 
that It is now asked under the subter- 
fuge that It is wanted for agricultural 
purposes. • 


Assemblyman Camp' said that the 


only objection 
to 
the resolution In 


question was that It was retroactive. 


Assemblyman Johnson was opposed 


to the passage of the Senate bill on the 
grounds that it contained the words 
that the scrlppers' bill would prove a 
"menace 
to the oil industry of the 


State." He denied that the pick bill 
was hurried through the lower house 
surreptitiously. 
He created a mild sen- 


sation when he declared that Assem- 
blyman Drew had a favorable report 
of the 
Judiciary 
Committee, of the 


United States upon the bill. 
Assem- 


blyman Knight urged the passage of 
the Senate bill ana subsequent motions 
to r«£«r the bill to the Committee on 


Public Lands and 
Forestry onrt the 


Committee on Judiciary were lost. 


Prescott wanted to hear some request 


from the California representatives In 
Congress that they wanted backing in 
their fight against the scrlppers' bill. 
He said until this was done he could 
not cast an intelligent vote upon the 
question. 


Assemblyman Carter said in brief the 


question to be decided was whether 
the scrippers who have been In every 
court In the United States should be 
allowed to take an appeal from the 
Department of the Interior to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. He declared that 
the passage 
of 
the Dick bill would 


prove a menace to the oil Industry of 
the State. 


Dorsey of Kern county said that the 


scrlppers were beaten In the Land Of- 
fice before the Department of the In- 
terior and that the Dick bill wa» mere- 
ly a move to continue further legisla- 
tion. 


Although the time for taking a re- 


cess was drawing near, the debate Htlll 
continued. Traber said that the scrip- 
pers have been beaten in every court 
and that they are now asking-Congress 
to aid them In 'fighting the oil Indus- 
try of the State. He declared If John- 
son had made a study of the Dick bill 
he would not have opposed It. 


The resolution adopting Senate bill 


No. 1 was finally passed.

dering about Berkeley for three days 
with an ugly gash in his throat, F,. Cav- 
anero has been 
taken 
In charge by 


Health Officer Dr. Payne. 


Last night William L. Beedle of this 


city found a man lying half dead at 
the corner 
of 
Josephine street and 


Hopkins place, in the Peralta Addition 
below town. 


Beedle at once telephoned for the po- 


lice, who had the man taken to Dr. 
Payne's office, where his wound was 
dressed. His throat was cut from ear 
to ear, but no artery or the windpipe 
had been severed. 


The last that was seen of Cavanero 


was early in the evening, when he at- 
tempted to force an entra.nce to the 
Ortnan Dairy, near which he was 
found. 
Thinking that he was an ordi- 


nary drunk, the 
proprietors 
of the 


dairy refused him entrance. Cavanero 
was boisterous and unruly In his con- 
duct about the place. 


This morning the Injured mantwas 


able to talk. He said that he kept a 
bootblack stand at Seventh and Ches- 
ter streets In" ti~akiand. lie did not 
know when he had come to Berkeley 
or how long ago he had been hurt. He 
says, however, that 
he 
had cut his 


throat hmlself "a 
long 
while 
ago." 


Why he did it he could not tell. 


The wound is an old one. 
The man 


had it bandaged with a dirty handker- 
chief. 


How the man kept from bleeding to 


rleath or 
dying 
from weakness is a 


mystery to 
the 
local Health Officer.

to have as close a touch as possible be- 
tween the elective representatives here 
and the men whose welfare Is so Inter- 
woven with what Is done In the halls of 
Congress. It is a very great help to all 
of vs to have you come here. 
I thank 


you for coming." 


LONDON COAL MARKET. 


LONDON, Jan. 15.—Prices In the 


London coal market have thus far not 
been affected by the action of Congress 
in providing a rebate on duties on all 
coalfor a year and placing anthracite 
on the free list, though a better feeling 
prevails. No further large orders have 
yet been received from America. 


SACRAMENTO, Jon. IS.—Debate on the 


omnibus Statehood bill was, upon the 
motion of Senator Sanford, postponed un- 
til next Tuesday, when the Senate con- 
vened this morning.

counts of famine in Northern Sweden, as 
given In these dispatches. 


About 30,000 people are affected by thla 


famine, which extends from the sixty- 
first to the sixty-seventh degree north 
latitude and from the Guiif of Bothnia and 
the Russian border far into the interior. 


The starving people 
are eating plno 


bark, which Is dried, ground to powder, 
mixed with 
stewed Iceland 
moss 
and 


made into a kind of -famine bread. 


Coincident with the failure of the crops 


Is the extreme scarcity of fish. 


The fishermen return from their ex- 


peditions empty-handed. 


Even ptarmigan, usually found in gre^t 


numbers in the stricken district, have al- 
most completely disappeared. 


It la estimated1 that the expenditure of 


about JG,300,000 will be necessary to save 
the population from declminatlon.

ias resulted from the various efforts 
}f J. L. Doble, now serving six years 
.n San Quentin for burglary, to raise 
money on an automobile that hs pur- 
Dhased during 
his 
prosperoxis days. 


Now that Doble is in the penitentiary, 
there are some half a dozen different 
claimants for the automobile and the 
person who ia ultimately successful in 
leouring possession of the machine will 
have: to go through considerable ijti- 
jatlon. 


Doble was formerly n missionary for 


'.he Seventh Day Adventists. 
Subse- 


^•uently he established an automobile 
repair shop on San Pablo avenue with 
H. T. Bradley. When he became em- 
barrassed financially, he borrowed $300 
from H. Blals on an automobile for 
which he had paid $1,300. His note to 
Blais was dated April 10, 1902. 
Subsequently 
Doblo 
gave H. 
A. 


Hellwegen a bill of sale for the auto- 
mobile for $125, with the provision 
that he could recover the machine by- 
repaying the money borrowed. 
Then Doble g-ot into trouble by burg- 
lariously entering the building o£ the 
Seventh Day Adventists on four dif- 
ferent occasions and 
stealing 
some 
tracts, pens and other articles of small 
value. 
He was captured on his last 


visit to th\ building. 
Doble employed Attorneys W. 
H. 
O'Brien and Thomas J. Thompson to 
defend him and gave them a bill of 
Bale for his automobile for their ser- 
vices. 
After the automobile was mortgaged 


to Blais it was placed in the keeping 
of Kane & Daly nt their livery stable. 
Hellwepen then secured possession of 
the machine from Daly, by giving him 
an indemnity bond. An attempt 
was 


made to raffle off the machine, but this 
was prevented by HelHvegcn. 
The suit of Blais to foreclose his 
mortgage was on trial today before 
Judge Ogclen. Hellwesen as a def'/nse 
to the action sets up the contention 
that automobiles are not among the 
things which the law says may 
be 
mortgaged. 
This point has not yet 


been decided by the court. 


•Hi another suit Blais seeks to 


cover $1,000 damages from Kane 
Daly for permitting the machine 
go out of their possession. 
After these suits are settled Attorn- 


eys O'Brien and Thompson will insti- 
tute proceedings against the successful 
person for the automobile.

LEGISLATORS WILL VISIT 


THE COLLEGE. 


To Make Tour of Investigation at 


Berkeley To Learn of 


University's Needs. 


BERKELEY, Jan. 
15. — Tomorrow 


will be,a clay of vital importance to the 
University of California. 
Members of 


the State Legislature are going to visit 
the University of California, not as 
casual observers with u passing curi- 
osity to satisfy, but as men who have 
a. grave responsibility resting upon 
them and who wish to enlighten them- 
selves that they may mei-t the respon- 
sibility intelligently. 
Within a few 


days these men will be called upon to 
vote on a bill appropriating $500,000 to 
the State University. In a large meas- 
ure the result of this vote will depend I 
upon the impression produced among 
the legislators tomorrow. 


Sixty legislators will be in the party 


from Sacramento. They will come to 
Berkeley in a special i-ar. At the de- 
pot they .-will be met ))>• an escort in 
uniform from the University of Cali- 
fornia Cnciets. Recitations will, be sus- 
pended and the entire student body 
will turn out to give the visitors a wel- 
come. 


The 
delegation 
from 
Sacramento 


will make a tour of the grounds and 
buildings. They will go to North Hall 
and see the over-crowded recitation 
rooms in that dingy building, shabby, 
old and unsafe. They will go to South 
Hall and Gee the Physics Laboratories 
ro crowded that the students get in one 
another's way as they work at the ta- 
bles. The same condition will be no- 
tired in the Chemistry Department. In 
thfi Agricultural Building- they will find 
rooms, already overtaxed, being used 
for recitations in modern languages. 
In East Hall, the Library and all the 
other buildings they will find the same 
inadequate accommodations for the 
ever increasing number of students. 
Yet they will find that, in spite of 


this material handicap, the State Uni- 
versity is 
cloip.s 
wonderful work in 
every one of its departments. In Ag- 
riculture. Dairying. Horticulture; in 
Biology, Zoology ar.rl Physiology; in 
Anthropology. Ethnology and Paleon- 
•tology; 
in 
Chemistry, Engineering. 


Mathematics and Physics; and in all 
the courses in Languages, Philosophy, 
Commerce. Law nnd the works of gen- 
eral culture; that the University of 
California is forging- to the front and 
taking its place at the head of the ed- 
ucational institutions of the land. 


An investigation cannot but impress 


the visitors with the enormous scope 
of the work of the University and of its 
need and Just claims to substantial 


support from the State, in whose preg- 
ress it is a potent factor. 


At the students' meeting in the gym- 
nasium at 11 o'clock, the legislators 
will get an idea of the life of the stu- 
dents and the healthy tendency of the 
general system of education at Berke- 
ley. 
The meeting will be like all of the 


regular Friday University gatherings. 
Upon the platforms will be the mem- 
bers of the Faculty, and with them will 
riit the distinguished visitors. 
In the 


Jiody of the gym will sit the students, 
-vho will entertain the State's law- 
makers with college yells and songs. 
The meeting will be presided over by 
President Benjamin Ide Wheeler, The 
principal address will be delivered by 
Senator O. R. Lukens. 


After the meeting the visitors will 


be guests of President and Mrs.Wheeler 
at luncheon at their home on Scenic 
avenue. 


One-half of the proposed appropria- 


tion, should It be madp, will be used 
for the construction of a building to 
replace old North Hall.

GROWERS ABOUT HAYWARDS WILL 


FORM CO-OPERATIVE 


i 
DRIER. 


HAYWARDS, Jan. 15.—A co-operative 


fruit drier will be formed in Castrs 
Vnlley this season by the amalgama- 
tion of the drying plants of H. C. Nel- 
son and P. Asmussen. 


The plan of combining these two 


plants, which will enable the owners 
to do a much larger business, and 
greatly aid tho growers who are Inter- 
ested in the venture, has been under 
consideration for some time by Messrs.. 
Nelson and Asmussen, both of whom 
are confident of its meeting with suc- 
cess. 


The co-operative plan of ha.ndllng 


both dried :nd green fruit has been 
tried throuph the State, and has, in 
most instances, met with success. A 
co-operative drier is now in existence 
near Niles, and :IR far as can be as- 
certained, has been successful in plac- 
ing Its goods on the market. 


The co-operative drier to be organiz- 


ed in Castro valley will be arranged on 
a very large scale. There are a great 
many growers of apricots, prunes and 
peaches who have operated small dry- 
Ing plants on their property, which, as 
a rule, do not meet with success. These 
growers, together with a large per- 
centage or all the growers in the val- 
ley, will be connected with the co-op- 
erative drier. As the fruit will be dis- 
posed of each member will receivo his 
pro rat a of the amount sold. 
This 
method does away with a number of 
expenses that otherwise occur before 
the fruit Is sold. 
John Rogers, a well known rancher 
of Cull Canyon, is also working on a 
similar plan. He is attempting to get 
the growers of his district to combine 
and sell their product together. 
He 
claims that a great deal can be saved 
and that the 
fruit 
can 
be placed 
quicker and to a better advantage. Mr. 
Rogers has so far mot with good re- 
sults in his work. He Is of tho opinion 
that ha con get together a sufficient 
number of growers to commence with, 
at the opening of the season, and when 
the others see the success of his plan, 
they will all be willing to dispose of 
their fruit together. 


The promise of a good crop this 
year Is very encouraging, and it is ex- 


pected that the new co-operative djry- 
ing- plant will have more work than it 
will be able to handle.

commission. 
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CAUSES AND CONSEQUENCES 


The hearing before the arbitration 


commission appointed by President 
Roosevelt has proceeded far enough to 
make plain two propositions. 


1.. That the miners in the anthra- 


_clte coal region 
are 
underpaid and 


overworked; that they are the victims 
of exactions and tyrannies not tar re- 
moved from a system of slavery. 


2. That 
the non-union men 
em- 


ployed to take the place of the strik- 
ers were beaten, insulted and iniimi- 
date;d—in many cases their families 
were boycotted ar^d treated 
na out- 


casts. 


It is claimed, by the mine owners 


that the violence and intimidation to 
which the non-union men were sub- 
jected are proofs that the union min- 
ers had no leffitlmf-te cause of com- 
plaint. This is peculiar reasoning. It 
must be remembered that the acts of 
violence, followed the strike, and that 
the strike followed the refusal of the 
mine-owners to redress the grievances 
ot which the union miners complained. 


If a man turn another penniless out 


to starve 01 freeze, his cruelty is not 
excused or disproved if his victim sub- 
sequently rob or murder on the high- 
way. Perhaps, the first inhuman acts 
might be deemed as among the causes 
which contributed to the later crimi- 
nal acts. 


At this point it is well to state that 


the violence and intimidation, whether 
practiced by strikers or sympathisers, 
were wholly anu indefensibly wrong. 
Such acts are brutal, unlawful and 
serve no good purpose. 
They injure 


the cause of those who resort to them, 
and cloud the matters un.ler dispute. 


But it must not be forgotten that 


acts of violence have always accom- 
panied protracted 
strikes in every 


country. The less intelligent a laborer 
the more easily he Is oppressed and 
the more readily he yields to the prim- 
itive instinct ot retaliation when he 
does become roused to resistance. The 
great majority of the miners in the 
anthracite regions are ignorant for- 
eigners, having 
little 
acquaintance 


with our laws and language. 
They 


have been brought here by the mine- 
owners (or through their connivance), 
who wanted cheap and 
docile labor. 


These poor ignorant people have been 
oppressed 
till they 
finally 
resisted. 


They were not high in the scale of civ- 
ilization to start with, and they were 
made despirate by deprivation and op- 
pression. Is It any wonder, then, that 
they treated the non-union men who 
took their places as personal enemies 
and traitors to the cause of the labor- 
ing man? 


Every man has a right to work for 


whom he pleases and for what wages 
hti may agree to take—that is, every 
man is given this right under the law. 
But some techni :l rights may be en- 
forced in a way that will cause great 
wrong. 
Slavery stood with one foot 


on the Bible and the other on the con- 
stitution—it had the sanction of di- 
vine and statute law—yet men as- 
saulted it in 
defiance 
of edicts and 


courts and pulled it down. The non- 
union workman is arrayed against his 
kind. He IE the instrument that em- 
ployers use to make laborers work 
longer hours for smaller pay. 


Thus the ignorant man, caring little 


for the niceties of the law and knowing 
less about them, goes straight at the 
root of the matter. His senses see 
dimly through the sophistical abstrac- 
tions about individual freedom, and he 
regards the man who takes his job 
and tries to break up his protective 
organization 
as a personal 
enemy. 


From this point to breaking his ene- 
my's head is not a long way. A little 
excitement or an untimely drink or 
two, and clubs and stones naturally 


. follow. 


But If we go hack and look things 


over. It will 
often 
appear that the 


strike and all its attendant troubles 
could have been avoided. 


CHURCH POLITICS IN UTAH 


The people of Utah have a perfect 


right to select whom they please for 
Senator, but they do an unwise thing 
in electing an Apostle o£ the Mormon 
Church. ' Doubtless Apostle Smool is 
a man of excellent private character 
and fair abilities, but the objection to 
him Is that he is one of the chief mem- 
bers of a religious hierarchy. The te- 
nets of his faith cut no figure in the 
case—It is every man's constitutional 
right to hold whatever belief that may 


: appeal to his1 conscience a_n(I reason. 


But there Is a manifest impropriety in 
high church dignitaries becoming ac- 
tive politicians. 


Smoot's election is sure to revive In- 


terest in the Mormon question for it 
seems to be a part of a plan to make 
the whole machinery of government in 
| Utah 
subservient 
to the Mormon 


church. One of the Senators is a Gen- 
tile, but all the leading offices in the 
State are being filled with adherents 
of the church—not 
Mormons merely, 


but men who are 
Mormons 
above 


everything else. 


When Utah was admitted into the 


Union it was charged that the hier- 
archy would take possession 
of the 


government and run it as an adjunct 
of the Mormon church. 
That was the 


dream ot Brigham Toung, and it is an 
Idea that George Q. Cannon has cher- 
ished ever since Young's death. Even 
Mormons who protested against Mor- 
monlzlng the State government have 
been ruthlessly 
turned 
down 
and 


placed under political ban. For two 
years Utah had only one Senator be- 
cause the Mormon church interfered to 
prevent the election of the successful 
caucus nominee, although 
he was a 


Mormon. 
The church had forbidden 


him to be a candidate. 


If Mormons only are to be elected, 


and the church, or "The Twelve," as 
the Apostles are called, presume to 
dictate who shall and who shall not 
be candidates, it is quite evident that, 
by a subtle process, a theocracy is be- 
ing substituted for democracy. 
Thus 


the forms of the constitution are being 
used to carry out a scheme utterly ab- 
horrent to the spirit of that instru- 
mefit and repugnant to every princi- 
ple upon which our system of govern- 
ment is based. 


The matter Is of vital interest to 


Republicans, for it is the Hepubllcan 
party that is 
being 
Mormonized in 


Utah and made the agent of sarcedo- 
tal designs on the freedom of the bal- 
lot and 
the 
political 
separation of 


church and state. 


Now the Republican party Is not the 


enemy of any church; still less is it 
the special champion of any particular 
sect or belief. It is absolutely opposed 
to religious distinctions in politics or 
the making of sectarianism a stand- 
ard of fitness for office. 
It throttled 


polygamy, the twin of the slavery evil, 
and curbed the power of the Mormon 
hierarchy. It cannot afford now to be 
made 
responsible for 
a 
theocratic 


scheme of government. 


If the Mormon church insists upon 


dominating the politics of Utah the 
Republican party will be compelled to 
aray itself against the program. 


GOULD COUNTERS. 


Honors are 
again 
easy 
between 


George Gould and the Pennsylvania 
Central. A few days ago the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania handed down a 
decision blocking the entrance of the 
Wabash, Gould's road, Into Pittsburg, 
but at Trenton yesterday the United 
States Circuit Court sustained the in- 
junction restraining the Pennsylvania 
Central from compelling the Western 
Union Telegraph Company to remove 
its poles and wires from the railroad's 
right of way. When Gould bought the 
Western Maryland for the purpose of 
making it a link in a through line that 
would compete with the Pennsylvania, 
the latter 
corporation 
retaliated by 


forming an alliance with the Postal 
Telegraph Company for the purpose of 
ousting the Western Union, which is 
controlled by Gould and his associates. 


. The Pennsylvania people resorted to 


the courts to keep Gould out of Pitts- 
burg, and Gould did the same to pre- 
vent the Western Union being expelled 
from the Pennsylvania rlglit of way. 


Will the fight result in the contest- 


ant* entering into a huge combination 
to control all transcontinental traffic 
between New Orleans and New Tork?

DIRECTORS. 


The members of the Board of Pen- 


sions on the 
Pacific 
System 
of the 


Southern Pacific Company, Installed to 
retire employees who have reached a 
certain age that Incapacitated, are 
awaiting the return of Jules Krutt- 
schnltt, assistant to President 
E. H. 


Harriman, and then the first meeting 
of the pensioners will be held. 


The pension system was to have 


gone into effect on the first of January, 
but owing to the absence of Krutt- 
schnitt, who is the highest official in 
the Board, the matter has been delayed 
and those employees who have reached 
the retirement age have been given a 
•hort reprieve. 
It iviil be several months, at least, 


yet before the Pension Board can make 
known the names of those who will 
come under the head of "retired em- 
ployees." Of course the remaining six 
members of the board could meet and 
transact the necessary business, and, 
according to the rules and regulations, 
have their 
work approved by Krutt- 


schnltt, but. perhaps, as this is the first 
meeting the presence of Kruttschnltt, 
who will be chosen chairman, Is de- 
sired. 
The rules and regulations say that: 
"All officers and employees who have 


attained the age of seventy years shall 
be retired. 
Such of them that have 


been in the service twenty years shall 
be pensioned." 
Again, the rules and regulations say 


that: 
i 
"Officers and employees between the 
uses of sixty-one and seventy years, 
who have been t/enty years in the. 
service, and who have been incapaci- 
tated, may be retired and pensioned." 


"Now there are just six officials in the 


general office of the Southern Pacific 
Company who have passed the age 
limit, and there Is considerable specu- 
lation whether or not any or all of 
these will be 
pensioned. 
Under the 


provisions of the pension system, none 
of them will have to leave the compaw 
for the rules and regulations say that: 


"With the approval of the Board of 


Directors, persons may 
be employed 


indefinitely, irrespective o£ age limit, 
where the set-vice to be rendered re- 
quires professional 
or 
other special 


qualifications." 
The six officials who have passed the 
ege limit are Joseph L. Wilcutt, ser^a- 
tary of the Central Pacific and South- 
ern" Pacific: N. T. Smith, treasurer of 
the Southern Pacific; 
T. H. Goodman, 


general passenger agent: Jerome Mad- 
den, land agent of the Southern Paci- 
fic; 
E. Black Ryan, tax attorney, and

M. Hanford, 
paymaster 
of the 


Southern Pacific. 
General Passenger Agent Goodwin 


Tvill be given the choice of remaining 
with the company or retiring on the 
pension list, and he has left for Hous- 
ton. Texas, to meet Kruttschnltt. os- 
tensibly for the purpose of consulting 
upon the matter. 
It is admitted by those In railroad 


circles who are in a position to know, 
that some of the above named will be 
retired, and 
it is understood

Treasurer Smith 
will not 
be one of 


them. 
Nearly a month has passed ,and no 


nction has be«n taken, and the uncer- 
tainty of the matter is worrying the 
beads of the different departments.

as the Fortieth Street and Central Oak- 
land Improvement Club, held a meeting 
Tuesday evening at Sacred Heart Hall.

BILLS IN THE SENATE. 


This afternoon bills came rolling In in a 


The 
practice of putting half a dozen bills by 
Senators at one time was shut off by the 
adoption of a motion by Senator Wolfe, 
which allowed only one.measure to be 
offered when each Senator's name was 
called. When the last name on the roll 
was reached, the order of calling the 
names was reversed. When the Senate 
adjourned 142 bills had been introduced, 
requiring a call of the roll three times. 
A number of these measures were1 iden- 
tical with those Introduced yesterday In 


the Assembly.

ALAMEDA COUNTY MEASURES. 


Senator Leavltt—Establishing reclama- 


tion districts at Union Island In San Joa- 
quln county. 


This was requested by a numerously 


signed petition of land-owners. 


Knowland—Appropriating J1.500 for the 


repair of Colton Hall, Monterey. 


In this hall the ftrst constitutional con- 


vention of California was held. 
The 


building and site Is the property of Mon- 
terey. That city is willing to transfer it 
to the State with the understanding that 
the latter will keep it in repair and be- 
come its custodian. 


Lukens—Appropriating money for the 


State Board of Charities. 


Knowland—Providing for the use of vot- 


ing machines at State, city, county, town 
\ 
and federal elections. 


Knowland—Abolishing office of City Jus- 


tice in Alameda. 


WHAT IS A CONSPIRACY? 


Lukens—Denning the meaning of the 


word "conspiracy" in connection with the 
relation between employer and employe. 


The text of the principal part of this 


measure, which has been prepared in the 
Interest of labor unions, is as follows: 


"No agreement, combination or con- 


tract by or between two or more per- 
sons to do or to procure to be done or 
not to do or procure not to be done 
any act In contemplation or further- 
ance of any trade dispute between em- 
ployers and employes shall be deemed 
criminal, nor shall those engaged there- 
in be Indictable or punishable for the 
crime of conspiracy If such act com- 
mitted by one person would not be 
punishable as a crime, nor shall such 
'agreement, combination or contract be 
considered as in restraint of trade or 
commerce, nor shall any restraining 
order or Injunction be Issued with re- 
lation thereto for which punishment 
!s now provider! by any act of the Leg- 
islature, but such act of the Legisla- 
ture shall, as to the agreements, com- 
binations and contracts hereinbefore 
referred to, be construed as if this act 
were therein contained." 


A bill by Senator Pendleton empow- 


ering one railroad company, chartered 
in this State, to sell its property to an- 
other railroad company formed under 
the United States laws v/as read. 


This is supposed to be In the Inter- 


est of the Santa Fe In its contemplat- 
ed purchase of the California and Ne- 
vada road. A similar law was passed 
when the Santa Fe bought the~Valley 
road. That act, however, was for two 
years only and has since expired. 


HONORED BY NATIVE SONS. 
Tonight Governor Pard.ee is to be a 


guest of the Native Sons of this city. 
He will be royally welcomed as a 
brother, because he is a member of the 
order, having long teen connected with 
Oakland Parlor, N. S. G. W., of Oak- 
land. An elaborate program has been 
arranged for his entertainment. All 
the members of the Assembly and! Sen- 
ate have been Invited to tie present 


EIGHT-HOUR LAW DELAY. 


A number of the bills which have 


been under 
discussion by the labor 


unions of the leading cities of the State 
with a view to the amelioration of the 
condition of working people have al- 
ready been introduced into the Legis- 
lature. 


One of the exceptions to the rule is 


the proposed enactment making eight 
hours a legal day's work on all public 
employments. 


Some doubt 
is 
entertained as to 


whether or not the bill will be intro- 
. duced, as also as to whether or not the 
introduction of such a bill is neces- 
sary. 


R. "Wlsler, who is legislative repre- 


sentative of the Trades Council of San 
Francisco, doubts the necessity of In- 
troducing such a measure for the rea- 
son that the constitutional amendment 
making eight hours a legal day was 
carried by the people. He is inclined 
to the belief that the eight-hour day 
| has already been established by,the 
vote of the people. 


Mr. Wlsler, however, will consult an 


attorney on the subject and be, guided 


by professional advice as to whither 
or not the bill In question should Ve In- 
troduced. 


B. S. De Puy of this city has been 


appointed by the State Building Trades 
Council to watch and aid. the progress 
of certain labor bills through the Leg- 
islature. 
Among these bills which 


have not already been introduced are 
the following: 
Licensing stationary 


engineers and plumbers and providing 
for the payment of inspectors of such' 
crafts; providing for the inspection of 
scaffolds and 
staging; 
revising lien 


laws BO that the claims of workmen 
will come flrst in the distribution of 
funds. 
•ASSEMBLYMAN WALSH'S BILLS. 


Creating district court stenograph- 


ers county 
officers 
and establishing 


their pay at $175 per month. 
'• 


A law having this purpose In view 


was passed at the last session, the aim 
being to secure for the stenographers 
a regular salary. When the reporters 
sought to collect their stipend from Al- 
ameda county, the Supervisors object- 
ed to the 
payment 
and the District 


Court held the objection. The stenog- 
raphers appealed to the Supreme Court 
and that tribunal sustained the lower 
court on the ground that the law did 
not make the stenographers county of- 
ficers and for that reason they were 
not entitled to a stated, salary. The 
bill introduced i>y Mr. Walsh removes 
this defect. 


ANOTHER POLICE COURT. 


An act amending the act relating to 


Police Courts. 


This will have special Interest for 


Oakland people. It aims to utilize the 
court of the City Justice In that city 
now presided over by Judge Stetson to 
try criminal cases for the purpose of 
relieving the congested condition of the 
Police Court, which Is presided over by 
Judge Smith. The act provides for the 
creation of a new city prosecutor at a 
salary of $1,800 and a clerk at a salary 
of $2,000 per annum. 


Amending the Penal Code to provide 


that all fines collected for the violation 
of city ordinances be paid into Jhe city 
treasury. 


As the law stands now, those fines 


are paid into the treasury of the coun- 
ty. 


Establishing reclamation districts at 


Union Island in San Joaquln county. 


This was introduced by Mr. Walsh at 


the request of Tom Williams and was 
endorsed .by a petition numerously 
signed. 


A similar petition 
bearing on the 


same'subject was 
Introduced in the 


Senate by Senator Leavltt,

He was In the employ of 
the street oar company at the time of tho 
accident. 
In its answer the company alleges that 
Fought was not a passenger on the car, 
but was riding on an employe's pass. It 
is further set forth that Fought agreed 
to compromise his claims against the 
company. 
By

compromise, It 
is alleged. 


Fought was to receive J2.4S a day until he 
was able to return to worlc and was to 
have his bills for physician's services 
paid. Pursuant to the compromise, it Is 
alleged, the company paid $S3»i.lO. 


On May 2, 1902, it is alleged, Fought re- 


turned to work for the company at $3 a 
day. 
He worked a month and then quit, 


It Is alleged, without cause, and insti- 
tuted his suit for damages.

READ ATTENTION. 


Pays a Tribute to President Roose- 


velt—Tells About the 


Grazing Lands. 


KANSAS CITY, Jan. 15,—At the third 


day's session oS the National Live Stock 
Convention, many papers were read and 
discussed and a flood of resolutions were 
introduced and considered. After yester- 
day's period 
of sightseeing and 
last 


night's ball, the delegates were slow in 
gathering this morning but when they 
finally got started, much w^rk was dis- 
posed of. 
The convention will finish- its 


work tomorrow and will be followed on 
Saturday by the annual meeting of the 
Wool Growers' Association, at which Im- 
portant action regarding the range prob- 
lem Is expected. 
One of the most im- 


portant resolutions Introduced in the live 
stock convention today sought to seal the 
long-standing bitterness existing between 
cattlemen and sheepmen over the question 
ot range. 
A. P. Robinson of Texas had 


yesterday Introduced a resolution calling 
for the amendment of the laws regulat- 
ing the grazing on public lands and ap- 
proving the leasing of such 
lands in 


States where such a policy la desired by 
the people. 
This was referred to the 


executive committee and finally laid upon 
the table. In Its place the following sub- 
stitute resolution, prepared by a cattle- 
man and which It Is said is approved tay 
sheepmen and many of the cattlemen, 
was endorsed: 


RESOLUTIONS PASSED. 


"Resolved, That the laws governing the 


use of the 
public lands of the 
United 


States have become outgrown and obso- 
lete, owing to the rapid advance of civil- 
ization and we believe that the time has 
come when Congress should take action 
looking towards laws that will recognize 
the changed conditions and will encourage 
the settlement and improvement of the 
largest possible area 
and 
provide pro- 


tection to the settlers upon said lands for 
grazing purposes. 


"Resolved, That we approve the 
sug- 


gestion of 
President Roosevelt

message to Congress that larger areas in 
the semi-arid lands should be allowed for 
a homestead and that a commission of 
experts be appointed to Investigate the

"Resolved, That a memorial from this 


convention to Congress be prepared, call-

COUNTY RECORDS 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. IB.—Assembly- 


man Bliss has introduced a measure 
regulating abstract firms. Firms doing- 
business In the abstract and title line 
must file heavy bonds with the County 
Clerk after being approved by a Su- 
perior Judge. 
In counties of the first class this 
bond is to be' flxed at $150,000; second 
class counties, $1J5,000, and third class 
counties (Aiameds), the bond is fixed 
at $100,000, and so on down to $1,000. 


If the firms have not filed the re- 


quired bond, then they are not to be 
given access to that county's records. 


A fine of $1,000 is to be imposed 1C 


the law Is not carried out. 
The bill, according to the title, is in- 


troduced for the purpose of protecting 
the county records. 


PLENTY OF COAL. 


NEW YORK. Jan. 16. — The state- 


ment that thousands of tons of anthra- 
cite coal were awaiting delivery to re- 
tall dealers at the docks of the New 
Jersey Central Railroad at Elizabeth- 
port, N. J., has been verified in detail 
by a'photograph of the yards practical- 
ly blockaded by loaded cars. 
There 


were nearly 400 cars in the yards and 
more than 
300 additional on main 
tracks leading into the yards waiting 
to be taken in by drill engines. Aver- 
aging the 500 cars' capacity at 60,000 
pounds each would make the total coal 
In Klizabethport at the hour of the 
count 15,000 tons. 
At other points also there Is a con- 


gestion of coal laden cars which the 
officers of some of the coal carrying 
roads say is mainly due to the confu- 
sion caused by the separating of cars 
containing Independent coal from those 
bearing the company coal.

EASTERN MIND. 


"To the Eastern mind It ha« appear' 
ed as equal to the prairie land of th» 
Upper Mississippi, moist, fertile and 
ready for the homesteader. Thanks to 
the light shed abroad by the advocates 
of irrigation, it is now established that 
this grazing domain, the property of 
all the people, has and will have, no 
other use than as the range for flock* 
and herds. It is nearly fed out. The 
range Industry is in a death struggle. 
The attempt of some of the graziers to 
survive by unlawfully fencing - In the 
public domain, and the more reprehen- 
sible attempt of others to command the 
range -with the rifle, must In charity- 
be accepted ns the desperate methods 
for survival of an Industry that has 
conferred vast benefit upon the nation.' 
But the government must govern. It 
would deserve the contempt even of 
the beneficiaries of Its neglect to en- 
force the law, if It permitted monopoly 
of the common property by unlawful 
enclosure. 
Nor can the government 
much longer avoid legislation that will 
enable it to punish the use of the rifia. 
The government should retain 
public 
ownership of the range and protect Its 
forage by leasing it, In suitable tracts 
to the hardy men who occupy it, un- 
derstand it and will take measures to 
re-new Its grasses and restore its prim- 
itive capacity for carrying: stock.
